Call For Confidence 


Voters of the Red Bluff Union High School District are to be 


presented with a clear.cut issue at the polls Tuesday, an issue 
that stems from concern.apprehension and differences of opinion 
on the question of sex education. It was interjected into the 
school board election in definite manner with entry into the race 
Wednesday of three write-in candidates with the statement that 
they are opposed to a "progressive Family Life Education 
(sex education) program in grades kindergarten through 12 and 
would hold up on such a program until a proper curriculum 
is adopted by the State Board of Education." 


They pointed out that the decision on whether or not to adopt 


a sex education program rests with the local school boards, 
and said that for that reason they want to represent "the many 
concerned parents in this area." They asked the voters to write 
in their names on the ballot "so that school government can be 
returned to the people." 


The write-in candidates are William Hitter, Tom Mutchie, and 


Warren Moell. They oppose incumbent candidates William C. 
Bouett and Dr. William H. Martin; Robert A. Russell, at pre- 
sent a member of the Red Bluff elementary school district 
board; and the Rev. J. A. Barber, pastor of the First Church of 
God and a member of the joint boards' family life education 
committee. 


The Daily News believes that the eleventh-hour entry of the 


write-in candidates into the school board race, coupled with 
their statement, amounts to repudiation in advance of any decision, 
any program the present board and its committee may recommend. 
We believe it amounts to a request for a vote of no confidence. 
And we do not believe the present board deserves such a rebuke. 


We recommend that the write-in candidates bid for election 


be turned down. 


We do not question the legality nor the propriety of a write-in 


campaign. In fact, we fully believe that it is in the highest 
tradition of a free, concerned and responsible citizenry to take 
such action if unforeseen events after the regular filing date 
cause alarm. But here we see no cause for alarm. 


The present board and its family life education committee 


have not acted precipitously. Its members have been carefully 
examining programs for the past year, and have already re- 
jected the SIECUS program which has stirred up a great deal 
of apprehension. We do not believe the board will act precipitous, 
ly in the future. We do not believe there is a nefarious plot 
afoot to undermine the morals of our children, as some of the 
more vociferous of the objectors appear to believe. 


We welcome the test at the polls, and we ask for a vote of 


confidence in a group of men who nave served us well.

The Japanese-language broad- 
cast said the Viet Cong's princi« 
pies for peace in Vietnam are: 


1. The United States must end 


its "aggression" in Vietnam. 


2. The United States must un- 


conditionally 
and completely 


withdraw its troops from Viet- 
nam. 


3. The South Vietnamese gov* 


eminent must end forever its 
role of ••betraying" the nation. 


The broadcast said the Viet 


Cong made the demands in a 
commentary published by Nhan 
Dan, official organ of North 
Vietnam's Workers 
Commu- 


nist party. 


It declared the peace proposal 


set forth by Thieu "exposed the 
reactionary nature" of the South 
Vietnamese government serv- 
ing U.S. "agression" in Viet- 
nam and was aimed at cover- 
ing up its role of "betraying" 
the nation. 


Thieu's proposal included the 


withdrawal of North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam and 
establishment of an internation- 
al control system to police 
peace in Vietnam.

gunners shelled 30 allied bases 
and towns in a second night of 
intensified rocket and mortar 
attacks, military spokesmen re- 
ported today. Casualties and 
damage were termed light.

capital in the Mekong Delta $5 
miles southwest of Saigon, was 
shelled a second time in 17 
hours. Spokesmen said 34 mor- 
tar shells exploded near the city 
police station, killing three civ. 
ilians and wounding three oth- 
ors. More than 100 
mortar 


rounds fell on the city early 
Friday, killing 17 persons and 
wounding 105.

We cannot shield our child­ 
ren from sex, but we can devel­ 
op healthy and honest attitudes 
about it. The moral values our 
children learn must come from 
home. We cannot expect our 
schools to counteract the bar­ 
rage of unwholesome "sex­ 
ploitation" 
whi ch 
assaults 
children and adults alike from 
TV, magazines, and advertis­ 
ing. But the school can help 
us as parents to see that our 
young people are adequately in­ 
formed. 
Three cheers for our school 
board for being willing to tackle 
a difficult question, and choos­ 
ing a widely-based committee of 
citizens to make recommenda­ 
tions.

talks. 


The Japanese-language broad­ 
cast said the Viet Cong's prune U 
pies for peace in Vietnam are: 
1. The United States must end 
its "aggression" in Vietnam. 
2. The United States must ui* 
conditionally 
and completely 
withdraw its troops from Viet­ 
nam. 
3. The South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment must end forever its 
role of "betraying" the nation. 
The broadcast said the Viet 
Cong made the demands in a 
commentary published by Nhan 
Dan, official organ of North 
Vietnam's Workers 
Commu­ 
nist party. 
It declared the peace proposal 
set forth by Thieu "exposed the 
reactionary nature" of the South 
Vietnamese government serv­ 
ing U.S. "agression" in Viet­ 
nam and was aimed at cover­ 
ing up its role of "betraying" 
the nation. 
Thieu's proposal included the 
withdrawal of North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam and 
establishment of an internation­ 
al control system to police 
peace in Vietnam. 


It said the United States has 
supported the proposal to pre­ 
tend that it wants a peaceful 
solution to the Vietnam ques­ 
tion. 
The broadcast said peace in 
Vietnam depends on whether 
the United States would accept 
the three principles laid down 
by the Viet Cong. It added the 
Viet Cong will continue to fight 
till the United States accepts 


them. 
The Viet Cong previously had 
laid down a five-point demand 
for peace. The points were: An 
end to all U.S. military action 
in Vietnam, withdrawal of all 
foreign troops, destruction of 
all foreign bases, noninterfer­ 
ence from the outside in settling 
South Vietnam's political ft* 
ture, and reunification of the 
North and South.

There 
are different colors available in 
nurseries, and flowers are of 
good size. Rockroses are ideal 
in hard-to-water garden situ­ 
ations. 
They are low-growing 
and 
drought resistant—their 
foliage is a handsome deep 
green. 


The hardy dwarf flowering 
pomegranate grows throughout 
California. 
Its carnation-type

Wage Requirements For 
Sugarbeet Work Announced 


Saturday, April 12, 1969 -DAILY NEWS, fed Bluff, Co.-3 


Wage rates and requirements 


now required for sugarbeet 
work were announced this week 
by George Stutz, chairman of the 
Teharna County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee. 


The rates were determined by 


the Secretary of Agriculture 
following public hearings in the 
sugar beet producing areas. The 
general provisions are the same 
as in the previous regulations. 
A new hand labor operation of 
removing weeds folio wing com- 
plete machine thinning and use 
of herbicides has been added. 
Eligibility for a Sugar Act pay- 
ment depends upon the pro- 
ducer's compliance with these 
wage rates and requirements. 


Stutz explained that workers 


employed on a time basis must 
be paid not less than $1.65 per 
hour for each of the hand labor 
operations of thinning, hoeing, 
hoe-trimming, blocking 
and 


thinning, weeding, pulling, top- 
ping, loading, or gleaning. Spec- 
ial wage and hour provisions 
cover 
the 
employment of 


workers 14 and 15 years old. 


When employment for hand 


labor operation is on a piece- 
work basis, the following mini- 
mum rates per acre apply: 
Thinning $12.00;hoeing$15.50;

SACRAMENTO (AP) -A chal­ 
lenge to alleged unsanitary con­ 
ditions for farm workers in ttie 
Salinas area has been filed by 
a school counselor. 
Mauricio Munoz filed a suit 
In Sacramento Superior Court 
Thursday asking that he be paid 
unemployment benefits for a 
tim e when he was temporarily 
out of work and refused to ac­ 
cept a farm job for fear his 
health would be endangered. 
Munoz said the State Depart­ 
ment of Employment refused 
to assure him the grower would 
provide 
toilets 
and drinking 
w ater. 
The California Rural A ssist­ 
ance League, wnich is repre­ 
senting Munoz, said if he wins 
no grower could obtain farm 
w orkers from 
a state farm 
labor office unless he complies 
with basic state health laws. 
The suit alleges there were 
1,869 toilet and drinking water 
violations among growers sur­ 
veyed In the Salinas area in 
1968.

Move To increase 


Tomato Prices 


An increase in the minimum 
size of tomatoes shipped out of 
Florida and imported from Mex­ 
ico has been authorized by the 
United States Secretary of Agri­ 
culture, Clifford M. Hardin, in 
an effort to increase prices. The 
higher 
standard is effective 
Monday. 
Florida growers had asked 
for the action because heavy 
siqjplies have glutted the mar­ 
ket recently and sent prices 
down to what officials in Waste 
ington termed "dem oralizing" 
levels. 
Richard E. Lyng, assistant 
secretary of agriculture, said 
officials hoped banning ship­ 
ments of some sm aller toma­ 
toes would cut supplies enough 
to improve farm income. Lyng 
said he could give no estimate 
of the potential effect on con­ 
sumer or farm prices for fresh 
tomatoes. 
Lyng said the new restric­ 
tions might cut total fresh to­ 
mato marketing by up to 200 
carloads weekly, with most of 
the reduction coming in Florida 
shipments. 
In some peak weeks recently, 
shipments have amounted to as 
much as 1,100 carloads, Lyng 
estimated.

But, just how much of this great country is free to hunt, 
fish or just walk on ?Every year the lands open to the public dimin- 
ish, and there is less and less hunting and fishing areas. Whose 
fault is this? Mainly yours and mine. You can't drive more than 
a few miles in any direction without seeing those ever-present 
"NO TRESPASSING" £igns. The people who put them up, in most 
instances, cannot be blamed. We, the inconsiderate public, have 
forced landowners to post their property for self-preservation. 


Each year with the opening of the hunting and fishing seasons, 


sportsmen are confronted with more and more of these trespassing 
signs as they enter the field. Reactions vary considerably to the 
closing of favorite hunting and fishing spots — apathy, anger, de- 
fiance, and revenge are reflected in the actions of these hunters 
and fishermen. 


Unfortunately, for us all, some of these people fail to act their 


age, and take their anger and revenge on the poor landowner by 
shooting up his signs, his stock and the rest of the poor fellow's 
property. Also, many a head of stock has been set free to roam 
by some nut cutting a rancher's fencing. 


To protect himself, he is forced to post his land, can we blame 


him? 


Another big reason for landowners posting their land is be- 


cause he would like to preserve the fish and game on his property 
for himself and his family. This is, after all. his privilege for he 
is paying for that right. 


On your next hunting or fishing trip, keep in mind that if you do 


not own the land you intend to visit, then it belongs to someone 
else. Common courtesy dictates that you obtain permission be- 
fore entering someone else's property, or else you may be subject 
to arrest, fine, and imprisonment. And, who wants to wrap up a 
nice hunting or fishing trip by resting in the pokey? 


Of course, you would be safer to hunt on public lands but they 


are getting about as scarce as the hair on my chinny-chin-chin. 


We here in northern California are more fortunate than people 


elsewhere in the state like San Francisco and Los Angeles. We 
are within walking distance of some of the finest salmon, steelhead 
and trout fishing available. We are within a very short drive of 
some fine deer and bird hunting. In fact, just north of town there 
is a deer crossing sign. Can't find one of those in L. A. or the city.

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Red Bluff Scenes In Days Long Past 


HEAD OF RIVER NAVIGATION -T h is scene with the river steamer 
Dover tied up on the east bank of the Sacramento near the Red Bluff 
bridge was a familiar one around the turn of the century. As the boat 
approached the town, its crew would blow the whistle and people would 
go down to see It come In. A Une from Its capstan would haul cargo 
carts up the Incline on the opposite bank to the warehouse. The steamer 
pulled a barge which would be brought alongside for unloading and load­ 
ing. 


NEWS WRITERS AND PRINTERS —Long before the oldest old-timer can 
remember, Red Bluff had its newspapers, with reporters and editors 
writing their stories In longhand and printers setting them up letter by 
letter from the type cases. Henry Schafer, who came to Red Bluff from 
his native Germany at the age of 14, recalls that the News office shown 
here was on Pine St. where the recently demolished police station was. 
He said the portly gentleman In the middle was editor Walter Llnthlcum. 


HOSE CART RACE — The Confidence No. 1 hose cart crew is poised 
for a race on Pine St. near the old Daily News office. Hose cart races 
were a popular diversion In the old days, teams from various depart­ 
ments vying to see which could cover a prescribed distance, connect 
the hose and get water from the nozzle In the least amount of time. 
Pressure for Red Bluff Fire fighters was originally supplied by a hand 
pumper, later sold to Weaverville. Then a steam fire engine took 
over the job. 


TIME OUT FOR FUN — The band didn't have to walk when this photo­ 
graph was made about 1896. As can be seen, the members rode In 
style. Schafer recaUs that the driver was “ old man Irwin.’* Red Bluff 
had a well-known band way back Into the last century. 


RAIL, HORSE AND FOOT TRAFFIC — A rail line went over the Red 
Bluff bridge in the old days to serve the Sierra lumber mill on the 
Antelope side. A bridge tender stayed In the little house at left. When 
a train wanted to cross, it would whistle and he would come out and put 
ip a flag to keep horses off the bridge until it had passed. Note the patent 
medicine sign on the fence at right. Such signs were common on barns 
and fences well Into the early years at the present century, as wete 
chewing tobacco signs.

NEW YORK (AP) — Child­ 
hood memories provide a rich 
lode for mining by comedians, 
as Sam Levinson and more re­ 
cently Bill Cosby can testify. 
But it requires special skill, 
sentiment and a kind of resigned 
tolerance to pull them off so 
that the result is both funny and 
affectionate. 
Cosby, in his NBC special 
Wednesday night, had one long 
monologue that must have had 
points of identification for men 
with sharp memories of their 
boyhoods, men with young sons 
and all mothers of little boys.

Petula Clark Muses 
On Singing Styles

She 
eeems tiny, even frail, but when 
Petula Clark begins to sing, 
there is no mistaking her auth­ 
ority. 
To casual listeners who heard 
her “Downtown" and other big 
selling records, Petui* Clark 
seemed to be another teen-age 
favorite. Such an attitude ran­ 
kles the British singer, who 
pointed out that she was no 
rock 'n' roller but a performer 
who has appeared in cabarets 
and concert halls throughout 
Europe. 
More recently she has added 
a new dimension to her career: 
movies. She can currently be 
seen with Fred Astaire in “ F l- 
ntan's Rainbow.” Coming up: 
“ Goodbye, Mr. Chips" with Pe­ 
ter O’Toole. 
Petula mused on how her own 
singing style has developed. 
“ It has changed a great deal 
in the past two or three years,” 
she remarked. “Some of It has 
to do with what happens when 
you have a certain success, like 
‘Downtown.’ Suddenly you have 
enough confidence to let your­ 
self go, to relax and perform 
the way you would like to. 
“ But I think the change In my 
style began even before 'Down­ 


town.' It really started when I 
spent some time singing in 
France," 
The singer is married to a 
Frenchman, Claude Wolfe, and 
until recently they and their 
two children made their home In 
Paris. Now they reside In Gen­ 
eva "because privacy Isn’t re­ 
spected in France any more," 
as well as for tax advantages. 
“Singing In France was espe­ 
cially good for my style," Pe­ 
tula said. “The French aren’t 
very musical; they care more 
about the lyric than the melody. 


For that reason there aren't 
many good singers In France, 
but there are many excellent 
performers who know how to In­ 
terpret songs. They seem to 
know how to get Inside the 
meaning of words. 
“ The simple matter of singing 
is only part of It. Anyone with a 
fair amount of voice can sing. 
The difference is inhowyoude- 
liver the lyrics. That’s what 
sets people like Frank Sinatra 
and Tony Bennett apart from the 
others. They seem able to di­ 
gest their songs. 
“ If a singer can touch the 
audience, not only musically but 
with the meaning of a song as 
well, that’s the real thrill."

IN NEIGHBORING TEHAMA — The omnibus Is all loaded up behind a 
team of spanking dappled grays before the Heider House in Tehama. 
Tehama, at one time county seat of Tehama County, was once much 
bigger than it is now. Both trains and river boats stopped there, and it 
was a popular custom for people in Red Bluff to take the boat down­ 
stream for a holiday excursion, and then return by train. Tehama, 
like Red Bluff, once had a large Chinese population, and truck farms 
there produced large amounts of vegetables. 


REMEMBER ANY OF THESE FELLOWS ? — This is the crew of the old Sierra 
since earliest times, a flume at one time bringing it down from the Sierra to 
Lumber Mill east of the Sacramento River opposite Red Bluff sometime late in 
the east. Diamond Match Company replaced the Sierra Company’s mill at Red 
the last century. Lumber has been one of Tehama County’s foremost industries 
Bluff, and now Diamond National has taken over.
